CARDIFF CROWN COURT 
ROUND-UP by AJ SICLUNA 


Drug dealer 
receives six- 
year sentence 


DRUGS with a value of 
£14,400 were discovered when 
police searched a house in 
North Cornelly, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

There was also £7,760 in cash, said 
prosecutor John Warren. 

Simon Morelli (40) of Llwyn 
Derwyn, North Cornelly, was jailed for 
six years and two months after 
pleading guilty to possessing heroin 
and amphetamine with intent to supply. 

Judge Michael Fitton said he was 
satisfied Morelli played a leading role 
in drug dealing on a commercial scale. 

“Your offending is aggravated by 
your terrible record of convictions,” he 
said. 

Mr Warren said that on March 9, 
police went to Morelli’s home, a semi¬ 
detached property, and spotted a 
number of individuals, including 
Morelli, in the vicinity of a shed. 

In a bedroom in the house, they 
found a box containing a plastic bag 
with 1.139 grammes of amphetamine, 
worth about £7,200. It had been 
adulterated. 

They also found heroin also worth 


up to £7,200. 

Two sets of scales were found and in 
another bedroom, the officers came 
across cash totalling £7,760. 

On Morelli’s mobile phone were 
3,000 pages of text messages 
indicating that he was involved in a 
“commercial enterprise” dealing in 
drugs, said Mr Warren. 

When taken to a police station, he 
refused to leave his cell and remained 
silent when questioned. 

He was said to have previous 
convictions for robbery, wounding 
with intent, possessing a firearm with 
ammunition, and possessing class A 
drugs with intent to supply. 

His solicitor, Matthew Henson, said: 
“He is a heroin and amphetamine 
addict and would take them on a daily 
basis. 

“It was an expensive addiction and 
he would buy drugs in bulk, use some 
for himself and supply to cover the 
cost.” 

Judge Michael Fitton said he didn’t 
accept that Morelli was supplying to 
fund his own habit. 

He was ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £120.

one of making indecent 
images of another child. 

Judge Niclas Parry 
said: “This was a serious 
violation of the privacy 
of the victims and their 
dignity.” 

Browning 
sentenced 
community 
three years 
subject to a full month’s 
curfew from 7pm to 6am. 

He was ordered to 
have no unsupervised 
contact with a child 
under 18 for five years 
and to register as a sex 
offender for five years. 

Prosecutor Joanna 
James said last October, 
the first girl complained 
to the police about the 
actions of Browning on 
three occasions over 
three weeks, filming her 
a mobile phone 
through a window. 

She later said she had 
felt “utterly violated”. 
When Browning was 
arrested, he admitted 
filming the girl because 
he wanted to see what 
she looked like naked. 

He also disclosed that 
he had “inadvertently” 
indecently filmed 

another teenage girl. 

There was no 
suggestion, said Ms 


James, that the images 
went on the internet. 

Browning’s solicitor, 
David Singh, said: “By 
his pleas, the victims did 
not have to give 
evidence. He recognises 
that what he did was 


wholly inappropriate and 
he has paid a heavy price 
for his actions.” 

He added that his 
parents regarded what he 
did as abhorrent and that 
his actions were not 
commercially motivated.

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PORTHCAWL WWI NEWS FROM MAY 1915 


CERI JOSEPH of 
Porthcawl 
Museum 
continues her look 
at life in 

Porthcawl during 
World War One - 
this month ifs 
May 1915. 

T was the 
death of Lt 
Col Frank 
Gaskell on May 15 
that overshadowed 
events this month. 

Lt Col Gaskell died 
as a result of wounds 
inflicted by a sniper, 
while patrolling a line 
of trenches in France. 

At the outbreak of 
war Captain Gaskell, 

2nd Battalion Welsh 
Regiment, part of the 
BEF was posted to 
France on September 
19,1914. 

While recuperating at 
home after being 
wounded in action, he 
was promoted to the 
rank of Major and asked 
to raise the 16th Welsh 
Regiment (Cardiff City 
Battalion). 

Although this 
regiment was raised in 
Cardiff it was actually 
formed in Porthcawl, as 
that was where Major 
Gaskell was living at 
the time. 

On November 25, 
1914, he was promoted 
once again, to the rank 
of temporary Lieutenant 
Colonel, officially 
appointed commanding 
officer to the 16th 
Welsh. 

Leaving Porthcawl in 


December 1914, the 
next eight months were 
spent training in 
Colwyn Bay and 
Winchester with other 
units of the 38th 
(Welsh) Division before 
embarking for France 
December 4,1915. 

Once in France the 
regiment moved around 
continuously, but while 
patrolling in the Moated 
Grange/ Riez Bailleul 
Sector, Lt Col Frank 
Gaskell was shot by a 
sniper on May 15, 1916. 

The bullet hit his 
ammunition pouches 
causing them to 
explode. He died of his 
wounds at Merville 
Hospital on May 17, 
1916 and his body is 
buried at Merville 
cemetery. 

Although best 
remembered in Cardiff, 
Frank had forged strong 
ties with Porthcawl. In 
1913, during his 
National Reserve 
recruitment drive, along 
with Captain John L 
Lambert, he had his son 
Reginald christened at 
the local Catholic 
church in New Road. 

In the year after his 
death, his wife, Violet 
and his two sons 
(Francis Henry being 
bom January 1, 1916) 
moved permanently to 
3, Esplanade Avenue, 
Porthcawl. 

On May 23, 1916 
another soldier 
associated with the 
town was killed. 
Rifleman Sidney 
Charles Bush, 2nd 
Battalion, London 
Regiment (First Surrey 
Rifles) was killed as 


part of a British 
counter-attack at Vimy 
Ridge. 

Sidney’s body was 
not recovered and as a 
result he is remembered 
on the Arras Memorial. 

The year before, 
Sidney’s father John 
Bush, following the 
death of his wife, had 
moved from London to 
Porthcawl for work. A 
carpenter by trade, he 
lodged at Grosvenor 
House, Dock Street. 
John was to remain in 
Porthcawl, taking up 
residence in Fenton 
Place, where he died in 
March 1928. 

Both Lt Col Gaskell 
and Rifleman Bush died 
during a time when the 
British Army was 
preoccupied with 
planning and mobilizing 
for the ‘big push’ that 
was to explode on July 
1: the Battle of the 
Somme. 

The British 
Commander in Chief 
Sir Douglas Haig’s 
presence in the Somme 
area was mentioned in 
Private Thomas Aubrey 
Brown’s diary: ‘25th 
May - We were 
inspected by Sir D 
Haig.’ 

Private Brown, Royal 
Scots Greys of 46, 
Sunny side Road, 
Bridgend, had landed in 
France in March as part 
of the General Cavalry 
Brigade. The role of 
the cavalry was 
diminishing in its 
effectiveness due to the 
mud and the lack of 
mobility of trench 
warfare. According to 
Private Brown, their

- ‘Dear Diary’ 
Sunday, January 3 

Dear Diary, 

Today is a good day. The aid 
workers came. They dropped off a 
food box and some blankets. 

They gave me a new pair of brown 
leather boots. I have never had 
leather boots before. 

Apparently, the boots were 
donated by a little girl in America. I 
wish I could thank her and give her a 
big hug. 

We also had a stove given to us, so 
Auntie Ola can cook for us. Mother 
had always talked about a day like 
this. 

I dreamt about her last night. She 
was standing in front of a mirror 
brushing her long, curly hair, singing 
to Father sweetly. 

He was sitting listening to her 
contentedly. He was handsome 
looking, as he sat in his small 
wooden chair, he made the chair look 
bigger as he was so frail. 

It is my ninth birthday next week, 
and I wonder what it would be like to 
have a birthday party in America. 
Everybody bouncing on orange and 
pink bouncy castles. 

Me and my friends having a tea 
party out in the back garden, sipping 
homemade lemonade and scoffing 
sweet, fluffy cupcakes. 

If I had friends here and I wasn’t 
so poor, that is what I would be doing 
right now. Having tea in the back 
garden with Mother and Father. 


Things couldn’t be much worse for 
me and Auntie Ola. It has been a 
week since Auntie Ola arrived now. 
But everything is much worse since 
then. 

It’s so much colder. It’s only been 
two weeks since Mother and Father 
passed away, and now we are also in 
grave danger. 

I miss them so much. I miss the 
way that Mother used to gently kiss 
me on the forehead, and if Father was 
here right now, he would be wiping 
these tears from my cheeks. 

Syria is frosting over. I can see 
clothes that have been hung up to 
dry, frozen. I can feel my fingers 
getting numb, even holding this pen 
is hard as my fingers are so cold, and 
I have never seen my Auntie so 
scared before. 

Before this terrifying storm came, 

I said to Auntie Ola: “What if we, 
you know, die?” 

After that, I remember the exact 
words that she said to me. Those 
words were: “Amena, I promised 
your mother, if anything should 
happen to her, I would look after you, 
and I will.” 

Then the storm hit, and now, here 
we are. Freezing to death on a 
frosted sheet where icicles hang over 
my head. 

I pray every night. I pray to the 
heavens that Auntie Ola and I will 
make it through this winter, and I 
pray that the kind people from other 
countries continue to help us, and 
that this country would live in peace. 

And if my country is not to live in 
peace, I hope we can escape from 
this dreadful place, and find a new 
home in Great Britain. 

Auntie Ola said I should go to bed 
now, goodnight. 



time was spent 
constantly on the move; 
patrolling the 
surrounding area, 
training or moving 
equipment. 

Yet he gives an 
insight into the great 
loss of men during the 
Somme months when 
he writes that, in 
August, his unit was 
dismounted and ordered 
to support the infantry 
in the trenches at 
Gommecourt while 
awaiting the reserves’ 
arrival. 

What is Private 
Brown’s link with 
Porthcawl? As Aubrey 
Brown, he was the 
Clerk of the Works that 
oversaw the building of 
New Road School’s 
extension, 1915 and his 
grand-daughter is 
writing this article. 

The May 18 edition 
of the Porthcawl News 
announced that the 
Home Office had issued 
the following public 
notice: 

‘Important alteration 
of Time: In the night of 
Saturday - Sunday, 

May 20 - 21, at 2am, 
the time on all railways, 
at all post offices, and 
other Government 
establishments will be 
put forward one hour to 
3 am.’ 

British Summer Time 
ended on October 1 
that year. It was stated 
that: ‘The altered time 
will be used for all 
ordinary purposes 
during the summer. For 
instance, licensed 
houses, factories and 
workshops, and other 
establishments where 
hours are regulated by 
law.’ Apart from the 
Second World War and 
the late 60s, the 
tradition has continued 
to this day. 

Events at home 
included the sudden 
death of Mr Jack 
Davies, a master 
painter, comet player 
and proprietor of the 
Knights Arms public 
house. 

The perennial call for 
public toilets to be 
erected at Newton 
continued, and Tom and 
Cassie Russell of 
Philadelphia Road came 


before the Bridgend 
Magistrates for 
misappropriating shmbs 
from ‘The Wilderness’; 
land owned by Mr 
George Blundell. 

Being a soldier, Tom 
Russell was let off with 
a caution but his wife, 
Cassie, was fined 51-. 

On May 25, PC 
Lawrence of Canton 
was posted to the 
Porthcawl Police 
Station to strengthen the 
local police force. 

A casualty of the first 
Battle of Ypres, PC 
Lawrence, 3rd Battalion 
Grenadier Guards, was 
invalided home after 
which he rejoined the 
Glamorgan 
Constabulary. 

At the Porthcawl 
Urban District Council 
meeting that month, a 
discussion on 
conscientious objectors 
took place. Quite 
indelicately, Mr T 
James, chairman 
expressed his view 
when asked if such 
persons could be given 
work to help the war 
effort; for example, by 
working at the 
Porthcawl sewerage 
works. 

His reply was: ‘ “If 
they can’t fight 
Germans, they can’t 
fight germs.” 
(Laughter.)’ Sadly, the 
resolution to deny them 
the work was carried. 

Thank goodness we 
are more understanding 
today. 

Sergeant WJ Ridall, 
Duke of Cornwall’s 
Light Infantry, former 
porter on the Porthcawl 
Railway Station, arrived 
home on Saturday, May 
18 for seven days leave. 
Tragically, Sgt Ridall 
was not to see 
Porthcawl again as he 
was killed in action on 
August 25, 1916 at the 
Battle of Guillemont, 
during the Somme 
campaign. John 
Ridall’s body was never 
recovered. 

He is remembered on 
the Thiepval Memorial, 
the Somme, and on the 
Porthcawl War 
Memorial. 

Einally, the month 
ended with news of the 
Battle of Jutland. The 


battle involved 250 
ships and 100,000 men. 

Off Denmark, it was 
the only naval battle 
that involved the Grand 
Eleets of both nations. 
Beginning on the 
afternoon of May 31, 
under the command of 
Admiral Jellicoe, the 
British fleet lost more 
ships and men. 

However, the 
German fleet was left 
depleted as a fighting 
force and, consequently, 
focused on submarine 
warfare for the rest of 
the war. 

HMS Obedient, 
commanded by George 
William McOran 
Campbell, participated 
in the Battle of Jutland 
as part of the 12th 
destroyer flotilla. She 
was later to transfer to 
the 4th destroyer 
flotilla, operating out of 
Devonport, in May 
1918. 

On November 25, 
1921 she was sold for 
scrap to Hayes, 
Porthcawl. 

Another ship that was 
broken up at Hayes was 
HMS Musketeer. In 
January, while sailing to 
join the fleet, she was 
stalled through having 
to save 400 men from 
the sinking of the 
battleship HMS King 
Edward VII, mined off 
Cape Wrath. Hayes 
was to break up 13 
destroyers in 
Porthcawl’s inner dock 
between 1919-1923.

Said Mr Llewellyn: “Mrs Brain 
failed to disclose a profit of £67,000, 
the result of a sale of a house in 
Brynna in 2007.” 

Christopher Rees, for Lynda Brain, 
said she was of lesser culpability. 

She was genuinely remorseful at 
what she had done. 

He added: “She is of limited means, 
and is paying £29 a week back.” 

David Webster, for Edwin Brain, 
pointed out that he suffered from ill 
health with a number of conditions. 

“He has acknowledged his guilt and 
repaid some.” 


Mr Webster said he has currently 
repaid £4,000. The Judge said that 
Edwin Brain was the “prime mover” 
who manipulated the accounts and ran 
the scheme. 

He added: “It could be argued that 
there had been significant planning.”

ON April 21 2016, Cowbridge 
U3A History Group welcomed 
Mr Phil Cox, the Chair of the 
Friends of Newport Ship. 

The audience heard an excellent 
presentation about the vessel found in 
2002 in Newport during excavations 
for the new riverside theatre. 

The large merchant ship had been 
well-preserved by the anoxic river 
sediment, although the stern had been 
destroyed by the recent pile driving. 

Erroneously called ‘the Newport 
Boat’ at times, the vessel was certainly 
a ship (the old naval adage that ‘a ship 
carries boats’ is a good way to 
remember the difference). 

The archaeologists moved in and 
building work was severely delayed, 
costing Newport Council £1.2 million. 

In August 2002, the site was opened 
to the public; there were 17,000 
visitors on the first day, with up to 
10,000 on the second, prompting a 
successful campaign to preserve the 
ship. 

The vessel had to be de-constructed 
to remove it from the preserving mud 
and when the keel was lifted, a 
skeleton was found. 

It proved to be unconnected with the 
ship; it was that of a young man, who 
had lived in the 4th Century. He had 
been beheaded and had had his feet cut 
off, before his body had been put in the 
Usk, to float downstream to rest in the 
Newport mud. 

Every piece of the 2,000 significant 
timbers was documented and imaged. 
Digital reconstruction and analysis 
indicated a two-decked, three-masted 
ship at least 35 metres long (over 110 
feet), with a beam of around 8 metres 
(26 feet), weighing 400 tons and 


capable of carrying 75 tons of cargo. 
Her crew would have numbered 30-50. 

Dendrochronology data was 
consistent with a vessel built around 
1449 in the Basque region of Spain, 
able to withstand Bay of Biscay 
storms. 

Sometime around 1468, she had 
ended her career in an inlet of the Usk 
in Newport. 

The recovered timbers were soaked 
in water, cleaned and then left in 
solutions of polyethylene glycol (PEG) 
to preserve them, followed by freeze- 
drying. This work benefited greatly 
from knowledge gained during the 
conservation efforts on Portsmouth’s 
Mary Rose. 

Artefacts were found: coins, 
merchants’ tokens, an hour glass, 
screw heads, pottery shards, combs, a 
knife, parts of a helmet, an archer’s 
wrist brace, and 13 single shoes. 

One coin, a Erench silver petit 
blanc, identified as minted in 1447, 
had been set in a timber, probably as a 
good luck charm during construction. 

There were also human fleas, bones 
(chicken, pig and 17 types of fish), 
seeds, nuts and various fruits. 

A document in the Earl of 
Warwick’s archives names a vessel as 
the Marie de Bayonne at Newport; this 
may well be the ship found in the mud. 

Visitors are welcome to learn more 
at the Newport Medieval Ship Centre, 
which is open Eridays, Saturdays and 
Bank Holidays. See

DOGS are now banned from a number 
of beaches in the Vale until October 1, 
but one GEM reader got in touch to say 
she thought the conditions were 
excessive. 

The bye law, which starts on May 1 each year,

The Vale Council says the ban “is aimed at 
ensuring the safety and pleasure of the majority 
who would wish to use the beach for sunbathing 
and swimming or similar seaside leisure activities”. 

Contravention of the law can mean a £500 fine. 

Only guide dogs are permitted on beaches, if 
accompanied by a registered blind person. 

But one GEM reader said: “Dog lovers pay 
council tax too. Why should they be banned from 
the beach for five months of the year? 

“Why can’t part of the beach be designated by 
flags and allow people to walk their dogs? This is 
done on some beaches in west Wales. 

“Perhaps dogs could be allowed after 7pm in the 
evening when the bulk of day trippers have started 
to make their way home. 

“Alternative beaches like Jackson’s Bay and the 
Old Harbour are not easily accessible without a 
steep climb or crossing rocks. 

“It seems dog owners who pay council tax in the 
Vale are effectively subsidising services for day 
trippers from outside the area! 

“September is surely a month too long. If the 
weather is cold and deteriorates, the beach is 
under-used.”

WOULD YOU LIKE TO SPEND\ 
SOME TIME IN PRISON? 


TASTING prison 
food, checking the 
condition of cells 
and attending 
major incidents are 
just some of the 
tasks carried out by 
volunteers working 
in Cardiff prison. 

Every prison is 
required to have an 
Independent Monitoring 
Board and its members 
have the responsibility of 
observing conditions 
throughout the prison 
and bringing any 
concerns to the attention 
of prison managers and 
the Ministry of Justice. 

Chair of Cardiff IMB, 
Steve Cocks, explained: 
“We are the official 
representatives of the 
Minister of Justice and 
have complete access to 
the prison. Our role is to 


look into all aspects of 
prison life and bring any 
concerns to the attention 
of those responsible. 

“We sample food, visit 
education facilities, 
monitor the admission of 
new prisoners, sit in on 
the Governor’s 

disciplinary hearings and 
a whole range of other 
tasks. We are also called 
into any serious incidents 
in the prison, though 
these are rare.” 

Cardiff IMB is 
currently seeking new 
members who are willing 
to spend up to four days a 
month in the prison. 

“The role can be 
demanding”, Mr Cocks 
added, “but is definitely 
interesting and rewarding 
and no two days are the 
same. Cardiff is a well 
organised and well 
managed prison and I 


have never felt 
uncomfortable during my 
visits. 

“Prisoners 
overwhelmingly value 
the work of the IMB and 
are positive towards us. I 
believe that the work is 
very valuable. We all 
want to reduce crime and 
if we can contribute 
towards prisons working 
effectively, we can 
hopefully help in 
stopping prisoners 
coming back.” 

IMB members do not 
get paid, but can claim 
expenses and loss of 
earnings. 

Applicants are asked 
to visit the prison and 
undertake an interview, 
and those who have been 
successful undergo a 
period of induction and 
training. 

“We are anxious to 


increase the diversity of 
the Board and we will 
welcome applications of 
people of all 
backgrounds,” said Mr 
Cocks.

Physiotherapists at 
the Princess of 
Wales Hospital are 
always happy to see 
regular patient 
Corey Cox, but his 
latest visit to their 
department wasn’t 
for one of his 
routine 
appointments. 

This time the team 
invited him back to say 
a big thank you to 
Corey and his family for 
raising more than 
£3,000 to help support 
their work. 

Pyle Primary School 
pupil Corey, aged nine, 
has bilateral Perthes’ 
disease, a rare condition 
which affects the 
development of the 
femur in both of his 
hips. 

It can take several 
years for the blood 
supply to be fully 
restored and for new 
bone to grow. In that 
time children can suffer 
from debilitating pain, 
stiffness in the hips and 
muscle wastage. 

His mum Natasha 
said Corey has been 
receiving physiotherapy 
at the hospital’s 
paediatric physiotherapy 
department since 2011, 
but never complains 
about the pain. 

“The team are 
marvellous, they are full 
of smiles for him every 
time he comes in. We 
wanted to give 
something back to the 
department which has 
been taking such good 
care of him,” she said. 

Corey’s dad Gareth is 
captain of Pyle Rugby 


Club, where the family 
arranged a special 
fundraising day 
featuring a match 
between players dressed 
as wrestlers - in tribute 
to Corey’s favourite 
sport - and the under- 
15s side dressed as 
Disney princesses. 

Gareth’s team-mates, 
club supporters and 
friends - especially 
Gareth Pearce, Mickey 
Davies and Matthew 
Chick - got behind the 
family’s fundraising 
mission which is now 
up to £3,190. 

But Tasha and 
Gareth, who have three 
other children, are 
determined to keep 
going - they have their 
sights set on raising 
enough money for a 
high-tech specialist 
exercise bike for the 
department which will 
cost £6,000. 

Because of his 
condition, Corey will 
continue to need 
treatment from the 
department for some 
time but his mum says 
his condition doesn’t get 
him down and he never 
complains about doing 
his exercises. 

“He is a very brave 
little boy,” she said.

place to run as Northern 
Ireland was the first 
region of the UK to pass 
the Human Trafficking 
and Exploitation Bill in 
2015, which was 
introduced as a private 
member’s bill by Lord 
Morrow.” 

As well as lOK runs, 
there was a duathlon, and 
half marathons, all 
completed over a two- 
week period, Emma 
found the cycling 
followed by running in 
the duathlon the biggest 
challenge, harder than a 
full marathon she ran in 
Brussels.

Emma continues to 
work in Brussels with 
victims of human 
trafficking who find 
themselves enslaved in 
the brothels of Brussels 
and Antwerp. As well as 
visiting the parlours to 
get to know individuals, 
she runs a ‘helpline’ 
which is used by women 


in an ever-increasing 
area. 

Some of the women 
are young girls and the 
charity offers training in 
language skills, barista 
training at Kaffe Klapp 
Cafe in Antwerp and they 
also hope to include Thai 
cookery classes. 

These social 

enterprises enable 
women to have a choice. 
In reality they don’t 
always have a choice as 
the nature of slavery is 
coercion and Emma 
hears many 

heartbreaking stories of 
abuse. 

Emma’s mother, 
Sarah, said; “Emma’s 
work relies on donations 
from the UK and she is 
grateful to all who have 
supported her work over 
the years.

BEST MARVEL FILM TO DATE! 


I F the 

disappointment 
of Batman v 
Superman has 
shown anything, it’s 
that DC Comics’ 
rivals Marvel have 
cornered the market 
in the film world 
when it comes to 
bringing their 
characters to life on 
the big screen - and 
they show no sign of 
slowing down any 
time soon. 

The latest Marvel 
film to hit screens is 
Captain America: Civil 
War, a film that deals in 
the ramifications of 
films such as Captain 
America: The Winter 


Soldier and Avengers: 
Age of Ultron. 

When the actions of 
the Avengers leads to 
collateral damage and 
civilian casualties, 
pressure is placed on 
them to be accountable 
for their actions. 

Captain America 
(Chris Evans) believes 
their actions should 
remain unchecked in 
order to stop them 
becoming politicised 
while Iron Man (Robert 
Downey Jr) believes 
accountability should be 
a necessity. Soon, 
events lead the pair, and 
their respective 
superheroes, into 
conflict with one 
another as battle rages 
and feuds emerge that

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throw the future of the 
Avengers team into 
doubt... 

The adaptation of the 
Civil War storyline 
marks something of a 
watershed moment for 
Marvel; up until now, 
their films have been 
very much tales of 
superheroes and super 
villains battling it out to 
save innocents, all 
against a backdrop of a 
shared universe that 
allows interaction 
between characters on 
an unprecedented scale. 

With Civil War, you 
can’t help but feel a 
swing towards the 
grittier and the more 
realistic (well as real as 
a comic-book movie 
will allow anyway), as 
this is a story more 
about how the 
behaviour of 
superheroes should be 
regulated and how their 
actions impact upon the 
wider world. 

It’s a notion that 
comic-books have 
grappled with before 
(most notably Alan 
Moore’s Watchmen) but 
what Civil War does 
tremendously well is 
balance the meaty 
narrative and the dense 
storytelling to spectacle 
and create what may 
just be the best Marvel 
film of the bunch so far. 

With the large 
amount of story and 


characters to deal with, 
it’s a task that doesn’t 
make you envy 
directing brothers Joe 
and Anthony Russo 
(returning after Captain 
America: The Winter 
Soldier) and 
scriptwriters 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely. 
However, both in terms 
of directing and writing, 
they make it look so 
easy, so effortless that 
they deserve perhaps 
the largest plaudits of 
all. 

Visually, Captain 
America: Civil War’s 
grand scope is 
wonderfully realised, as 
the film globe trots 
from one city to another 
it only increases in 
scale, with some 
exceptionally executed 
set-pieces, most notably 
a superhero battle 
royale at an airport 
which manages to give 
every single character 
their moment in the sun 
and is the undisputed 
highpoint of the film. 

Script-wise, Markus 
and McFeely not only 
navigate the stormy 
waters of telling a 
complicated story in a 
way that keeps you 
engaged and captivated, 
but also handle the 
introduction of new 
characters such as 
Chadwick Boseman’s 
Black Panther and Tom 


Holland’s Spider-Man 
with incredible 
efficiency. Granted they 
are helped by a near- 
150 minute running 
time - but even then 
their ability to convey 
the weight of the story, 
without leaving any of 
the characters feeling 
shortchanged, is 
tremendous. 

The performances are 
also superb, with Chris 
Evans and Robert 
Downey Jr as the men 
with opposite 
viewpoints excellent, 
and the raft of 
performances beneath 
them, from the likes of 
Sebastian Stan’s 
confused Bucky, 
Elizabeth Olsen’s 
fragile Scarlet Witch 
and Paul Rudd’s scene¬ 
stealing turn as Ant- 
Man, all hugely 
enjoyable. 

Yet it’s the 
newcomers who 
perhaps linger the 
longest - Chadwick 
Boseman’s Black 
Panther plays a pivotal 
role in events and the 
actor leaves you 
wanting more for his 
solo film due in 2018, 
as does Tom Holland 
who, as the first Spider- 
Man to get involved in 
this shared universe, is 
pitch-perfect as the 
teenager who finds 
himself embroiled in the 
gigantic battle; while 


Daniel BruhTs villain 
marks a welcome 
change of pace for a 
Marvel bad guy, and his 
story and performance 
ground the film unlike 
any other villain before 
him; it’s a bold, yet 
hugely welcome, 
choice. 

It’s difficult to find 
fault with Civil War - 
you could argue there’s 
a sense that some story 
points are left 
unresolved, or as 
launching points for 
future films, but that's 
part of the whole 
Marvel universe; in a 
world that keeps 
continuing, there's very 
rarely any definite 
resolutions. 

That the film can 
leave you wanting 
more, yet be so hugely 
satisfying on its own 
terms is a rare feat 
indeed, yet it’s further 
proof that there is little 
stopping the Marvel 
universe from 
continuing its charge to 
universal domination - 
and Captain America: 
Civil War may be the 
finest example of it yet. 

VERDICT: The 
best Marvel film to 
date, a film that marries 
ambition and scale and 
comes up trumps. 
Captain America: Civil 
War is a tremendous 
film. With a story that 
elevates the characters

Barry pupils test their hi-tech skills 


ON Tuesday, April 
25, year-6 pupils 
from Barry Island 
Primary School 
visited the Sony 
company in 

Bridgend to further 
develop their coding 
and filming skills. 

The children were 
invited for an all day 
event that also included a 
visit from Carwyn Jones. 

The school has 
recently been recognised 
as a ‘Lead School for 
Science and Technology’ 
to assist in the 
development of the new 
curriculum following 
Professor Donaldson’s 
review in 2015.

Suitably refreshed, the 
group dropped down to 
the coast path and 
walked up the hill to 
Bulwarks Fort and then 
through the caravan park 
to emerge on the coast by 
Rhoose Point, where they 
watched a heron being 
chased away by a single 
gull. 

A short walk along the 
coast brought them to 
Rhoose railway station 
and here they headed 
back inland through 
Rhoose to the road 
leading to the 
Highwayman. They 
passed the western end of 
the airport runway to go 
under the bypass, across 
a couple of field to return 
to Penmark having 
walked all the way round 
the airport

THE Dinas Powys 
music Festival 
opened on the 
weekend of April 
23 - 24 with a 
rousing concert on

to hear. This extremely 
talented young man has 
already reached great 
heights but such is his 
skill and musicianship I 
am convinced he has 
many more platforms 
within his grasp. 

Mozart’s 41st 
Symphony ‘Jupiter’ 
came next. This 
symphony was an 
inspired choice to round 
off the programme. 


It gave the conductor, 
Antony Tarlton a good 
platform to show off his 
skill at getting an 
orchestra of mainly 
amateur players to 
perform cohesively and 
imaginatively. 

The tempo was 
surprisingly brisk and 
well glued-together. 

Mr Tarlton presented 
a well balanced 
orchestra, each section’s 
solo turn being 
musically produced. 

I was particularly 
impressed by the 
‘sympatico’ playing of 
the timpanist Michael 
Hearty, who clearly 
understands the 
dynamics of orchestral 
playing.

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THE ROMILLY FAMILY’S FASCINATING 

LINKS WITH BARRY — local history by Laurie Owen 


THE Romilly Family (1677-1983) 
featured so much in our lives when we 
were growing up in the 1940s and beyond, 
and the name is still visible in so many 
places. 

A search revealed some remarkable people, who 
would leave a legacy in the country in general, but 
Barry in particular. 

In 1685, King Louis XIV of France revoked an 
edict, making it illegal to be a Huguenot (Protestant) 
and this action would lead one particular family to 
flee the country and seek refuge in London. 

A century later, some of their descendants would 
buy land in Porthkerry and Barry and have a major 
effect on the development of a small village. 

King Louis signed the new edict in Fontainebleau 
in 1685, which meant Huguenots could no longer 
hold services; their children would be educated as 
Catholics, and emigration was prohibited. Protestant 
churches were destroyed and in 1698, preachers 
were tortured or executed on the scaffold. 

In 1701, a young Frenchman, Etienne Romilly 
(1677-1733) was smuggled across the Channel from 
Montpellier to settle in Soho, London. He would 
later marry Judith de Monsallier, who had also been 
forced to flee the religious persecution in France. 

Their son Peter Romilly (1711-1784) married 
Margaret Gamault, from a wealthy family who had 
also emigrated and he would become a successful 
watchmaker/jeweller with his own shop in Frith 
Street, Soho. 

The King was a staunch Catholic and hoped that 
these people would convert and while many did, 
thousands emigrated to Europe and Britain. History 
would show that his decision was a mistake, as most 
of the people who left were skilled craftsmen, 
doctors and merchants and would be a great asset to 
their adopted country. 

Samuel Romilly (1757-1818) was the second son 
of Peter and Margaret and was bom in Erith Street, 
Soho. Although he served for a time in his father’s 
shop, he was a driven young man determined to 
make a career in the legal profession. 

Called to the Bar in 1783, a King’s Counsel in 
1800, he was then knighted and appointed Solicitor 
General in the Whig Government of 1806. 

He was a renowned legal reformer and extremely 
active in securing a vote of 283 to 16 in the House of 
Commons in 1807 to abolish slavery. 

Sadly, some British sea captains continued this 
vile trade, even under threat of a £100 fine for each 
slave found on board, if apprehended by the Navy. 
Even then, some would just throw the slaves 
overboard to lessen any such punishment. 

A great deal has been written about this man and 
his many achievements, but it was his shrewd 
decision in the early 1800s to buy the bulk of the 
‘Glamorgan Estate’ from the trustees of Lord 
Llandaff, which makes him of particular interest to 
the residents of Barry. 

It should be remembered that when Sir Samuel 
Romilly first set eyes on south Wales in the early 
1800s, he could not just hop on a train at Paddington 
and be in Cardiff in two hours. 

He wrote that on September 4, 1816 he took his 
wife Ann {nee Garbett) and children from London 
through Gloucester, Newnham - along the banks of 
the River Severn to Chepstow, Cardiff and then 
Cowbridge. Next day they looked over the estate in 
Barry and Porthkerry and then back to Cardiff to 
sleep. 

After Bmnel built the railway bridge at Chepstow 
in 1852, rail travel became an option, but it was not 
until the Severn Tunnel was opened in 1886 that a 
direct route made the journey a little easier. 

Sadly, in November 1818 following the death of 
his beloved wife, Ann, his grief was such that in a 
moment of temporary insanity he committed suicide 
by cutting his throat. 

As a coincidence, this Englishman of Erench 
extraction who would begin the link with our town 
in Wales was bom on St David’s Day. 

Edward Romilly (1804-1870) was the second son 
of Sir Samuel and by 1841 he had built and was 
living in this grand ‘Porthkerry House’ with his wife. 


Sophia, her mother Jane Marcet, and his brother, 
Henry. As a young man Edward played first class 
cricket and was a Whig MP at just 28 years of age. 

Over the next 20 years, he rebuilt farmhouses and 
cottages, improved farming systems and raised 
labourers’ wages. Porthkerry itself was landscaped 
and known as one of the most charming spots in 
Glamorgan, much as it is today. 

Having been appointed High Sheriff of 
Glamorgan in 1869 he died of apoplexy the 
following year at Porthkerry. Records show that 
Edward was a kind friend, an excellent landlord and 
an accomplished gentleman and after his death, his 
widow Sophia built the school in Porthkerry in 1876, 
at a cost of £400. 

Although Samuel’s eldest son John Romilly 
(1802-1874) would not feature a great deal in our 
town, he too had a distinguished career. Eollowing 
on from Cambridge University, he was called to the 
Bar in 1827 and became an MP in 1832 before 
marrying Caroline Charlotte Otter a year later. 

A Queen’s Counsel in 1843, Solicitor General, 
followed by Attorney General, finally by 1851 he 
was appointed Master of the Rolls. In recognition of 
his many achievements, he was elevated to the 
peerage in 1866 and chose to be known as Baron 
Romilly of Barry in Glamorgan. 

In 1857-9 John built his ‘lodging house’ on St 
Nicholas Road, opposite the site where his brother 
Erederick would later build Barry House. 

William, the second Baron (1835-1891) produced 
a son with his first wife Emily Idonea Sophia Le 
Marchant. This marriage in 1865 illustrates the 
circles in which the Romilly family were moving, as 
she was the daughter of General Sir John Gaspard Le 
Marchant of Guernsey. 

After upsetting a paraffin lamp in his Hanover 
Square home, William died along with his maid 
Blanche Griffin and cook Emma Lovell. 

William’s son and heir John Gaspard Le Marchant 
Romilly (1866-1905) succeeded to the title of third 
Baron Romilly in 1891. In another coincidence of 
birth, John was born on St David’s day as his great 
grandfather Samuel had been in 1757. 

Educated at Eton College, he served in the King’s 
Royal Rifles and was a Lieutenant in the Coldstream 
Guards at 25 years of age, having decided not to 
follow the family tradition of the law. 

We know that by 1894 John was living in 
Porthkerry when he announced his engagement to 
his future wife, which was subsequently broken off. 

Just three years later, London society was shocked 
to hear that John had indeed married Violet Edith 
Grey-Egerton by ‘special licence’. The daughter of 
Sir Philip le Bel ward Grey-Egerton was due to wed 
Ernest Cunard, but dramatically decided to wed the 
third Baron. 

In 1899, the local press announced that Lord and 
Lady Romilly would be living in Porthkerry after the 
house had been renovated, but it is not clear whether 
it was the grand house which is now referred to as 
Egerton Grey or Porthkerry House, which Edward 
had built in 1840. John served as a magistrate at 
Dinas Powys, Barry and Penarth. 

Shortly after his wedding, he served in the South 
African War and then died in 1905 after an operation 
in Harley Street, leaving a widow and a son and heir 
who became the fourth Baron at just six years of age. 

A memorial service was held at Wellington 
Barracks, attended by many lords and ladies, 
including Lady Churchill, surely testament to his 
standing in society. Eor his service in the African 
War he was awarded the Queen’s Medal with four 
clasps and the King’s Medal with two clasps. 

Eollowing the deaths of the third Baron and Lady 
Romilly, a special service was held in 1907 at 
Porthkerry Church to dedicate a magnificent 
sarcophagus of Genoese marble which can still be 
seen today. It was erected in memory of them both 
and although they had been cremated in Woking, 
their ashes were enclosed here in the churchyard. 
The Grey-Egertons were in attendance as were most 
of their tenants and former friends. 

William Gaspard Guy Romilly (1899-1983) 
became the fourth Baron at just six years of age and 


would inherit his father’s share of the Romilly estate 
‘at majority’. Eollowing tradition, he was privately 
educated at Eton and then Sandhurst and was a 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Coldstream Guards in World War 
One. It was later reported in the local press that he 
intended selling his family interest in the Porthkerry 
estate. 

In an effort to prolong the family peerage, he 
married three separate ladies between 1929 and 
1966, Diana Joan Sackville-West was followed by 
Dora Sybil Morris and finally Marion Elizabeth 
Jessie Clover, but sadly no heir was forthcoming. 

The title ‘Baron Romilly of Barry in Glamorgan’ 
would die with him in 1983, 117 years after his 
great-grandfather John was first honoured in 1866. 

Meanwhile, Erederick Romilly (1810-1887) the 
younger son of Sir Samuel Romilly, had begun his 
military career at 16 by joining the 79th Eoot 
Highlanders, rising to Captain by 1835. 

In 1841 he was private secretary to the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland and he finally left the army as 
a Lieutenant Colonel. 

Erederick briefly became the Whig MP for 
Canterbury in 1850 until the next election in 1852. 
He was accused of underhand tactics against his 
opponent Viscount Strangford and this escalated to 
the point where it became necessary to have a pistol 
duel to satisfy Erederick’s honour. 

Duelling only occurred between gentlemen and 
although the outcome is not known, it was rarely the 
intention to kill your opponent, but to uphold the 
family reputation. The Viscount must have been 
very aggrieved, to risk a duel with a former military 
man with 20 years’ experience. 

As further proof of the status of this family, in 
1848 Erederick married Elizabeth Amelia Jane 
Elliot-Murray-Kynynmound, the daughter of the 
second Earl of Minto. In 1865 he commissioned the 
building of Barry House on several acres of land 
overlooking the channel and situated just off St 
Nicholas Road. 

Erederick and his wife obviously enjoyed their 
time in Barry, choosing to be buried in the graveyard 
of St Nicholas Church, just 100 yards away from the 
house. 

The Romilly family owned a large estate in and 
around Barry and Erederick and his wife Elizabeth 
had their ‘country residence’ in Barry House, but 
primarily they spent their time in London. 

The fact that they chose to be buried in St 
Nicholas churchyard is surely testament to the 
affection they must have felt towards our 
community, bearing in mind that most of their 
relatives were buried in London. 

Erederick died in London in 1887 and his body 
was brought first to Barry House and then to the 
churchyard. His nephew, the second Baron Romilly 
and his son John Gaspard attended, as did all his 
tenants and employees. 

When Elizabeth died five years later, this 
procedure was repeated and again when their 
youngest son Hugh Hastings died of African 
malarial fever, aged just 36. Their second son 
Erederick William, who died after an illustrious 
military career in 1935, was also buried alongside 
his parents and younger brother. 

The church and ‘Listed Cross’ was restored in 
1894 by their surviving sons and daughters, in 
memory of their parents. The four members of the 
family are buried together in the centre of the 
churchyard, which is well maintained to this day. 

The church was rebuilt in 1876 at a cost of £900 
and could accommodate 120 worshippers, which 
was initially adequate. After the docks were opened 
in 1889, such was the population growth, the larger 
All Saints’ Church was built in the mid 1900s just a 
few hundred yards away. 

After the deaths of Frederick and Elizabeth, the 
direct link between the Romilly family and Barry 
became more distant. 

Their son Samuel Henry (1849-1940) inherited 
the assets and dealt with the business of the Romilly 
estate, but he was resident and working as a barrister 
in London. 

It should be remembered that when this family

came to Barry/Porthkerry it was just a small village 
and as they erected buildings, workers began to 
come from further afield. In the 1840s, Cold 
Knap/Cole Farm was managed as a home farm for 
the Romilly estate and a bailiff came from Scotland 
and a gamekeeper from Northampton. Throughout 
their time with us, we have seen that several 
generations made contributions to the growth of our 
town, even before the opening of the Docks in 1889. 

Some of their contributions to our town include: 
1840s - landscaped Porthkerry Park and built the 
sawmill in the Millwood; 1860s - cottages in Old 
Village Road and the shop on the comer; 1893 - sold 
an acre of land for Romilly Infants School; 1898 - 
donated land for Romilly Park; 1904 - leased land 
for Windsor Road Church; 1929 - sold to the 
Council for £8,000 an area of 224 acres of 
Porthkerry and across the beach under Bulls Nose to 
the ‘pebbly’ beach. 

The Barry Dock News reported that in 1894, the 
Crown objected to the family having the foreshore 
rights along Porthkerry to the ‘pebbly beach’, which 
gave them extra income by selling the limestone. 

It was also reported that in 1900, French was 
being well taught in Romilly School, possibly some 
influence by this family with their French origins. 

It was surprising to find just how much my life 
and that of my peers, benefited from the efforts of 
this illustrious family. As a child, I went to Romilly 
School just 100 yards from the house where I was 
born, which was itself only about 100 yards from the 
‘Yankee dump’, which was at the very top end of the 
Porthkerry estate and where we all played without 
fear. 

As teenagers in the 1950s, we would go to the 
Romilly Cinema Club on a Saturday morning to see 
Tarzan. In spring, we would be ‘down the woods’, 
cutting bows and arrows and bringing home 
primroses for mam. 

In the summer we would be playing tennis in 
Romilly Park, or swimming at the Knap. On other 
fine days when ‘rich families’ would drive to 
Porthkerry Park, we would become entrepreneurs 
for the day. At the bottom of Fishpond Hill there 
was a gate, and also further along by the old cottage 
there was a second gate. They, of course, needed to 
be opened and closed to allow the cars to enter and 
leave. For this service we would be paid pennies and 
sometimes even a sixpence. Later on there would be 
the conkers from the ‘park’, then in October it would 
be back ‘down the woods’ chopping down the 
‘centre pole’ and collecting dead branches for the 
bonfire; and then standing guard for the next few 
weeks repelling intruders if they attacked. 
Postscript: After being Knighted for his service to 
the country, would Sir Samuel appreciate being 
remembered in this way at the former Romilly 
Cinema, 200 years after his demise?

Great Billy Boston joins 
League Hall of Fame 



WALES rugby 
league legend Billy 
Boston has at last 
received what he’s 
wanted for most of 
his life - a Welsh 
cap. 

The 81-year old was in 
attendance at the recent 
inaugural Wales rugby 
league Hall of Fame 
dinner, where he, along 
with fellow Cardiffian 
Gus Risman became the 
first two inductees. 

Due to a lack of 
professional Welsh rugby 
players at the time of 
Boston’s career, there 
were only three Wales 
games played during that 
period - two full 
internationals against 
France and one 
exhibition game against 
France B. Boston was 
injured for the first two 
but did play in the France 
B game. 

Boston, who scored 
571 tries in 564 
appearances his career, 
the second highest all- 
time try scorer in the 
history of the game after 
Brian Bevan, was capped 
31 times for Great 
Britain scoring 24 tries. 
He was the first non¬ 
white player to be 
selected to tour Australia 
and New Zealand. 

Wales Rugby 

League’s president Mike 
Nicholas paid tribute to 
Billy Boston on the 
night. 

Nicholas said: “I had 
two big heroes when I 
grew up, one was John 
Charles and one was 
Billy Boston. They were 
people’s players, they 
travelled on the bus to 
games and they were 
very much of the people 
and Billy was one of the 
reasons that I got into 
rugby league. 

“I was privileged to be 
at Wembley when they 
unveiled the statue of 
Billy, Gus and the other 
players and I’m delighted 
to induct him into the 
Wales rugby league hall 
of fame.” 

Nicholas presented 
Boston with his Hall of 
Fame trophy while 
former Wales player and 
coach lestyn Harris 
presented him with his 
Welsh cap. 

Boston then presented 
Warrington and Wales 
star twins Rhys and Ben 
Evans with their 2013 
Welsh caps that they 
hadn’t yet received, and 
also to Morgan Knowles, 
who won his first cap last 
year in the European 
Championships. 

Gus Risman, who died 
in 1994 aged 83, was 
represented by his son 
John, who played for 


Wales in the 1970s. 

Winner of 18 Welsh 
caps, he also won 17 
Great Britain caps, 

captaining the 1946 

‘Indomitable’ tourists of 
Australia, and guested 
for England in a 
promotional international 
in Erance. 

In total Gus’s playing 
career reads 828 

appearances, 203 tries, 
1,623 goals, 3,855 
points. 

John Risman said: 
“Thank you very much 
on behalf of my father. 
It’s a wonderful 
acknowledgement to his 
career. He was a fervent 
Welshman and enjoyed 
every minute of his 
involvement with Wales 
Rugby League. He would 
have been truly honoured 
and delighted with this.” 

Gus Risman’s award 
was presented to John by 
Wales Rugby League 
chairman Brian Juliff 
who played alongside 
John for Wales. 

Juliff said: “Just to see 
Billy Boston with us 
tonight is such a 
pleasure. It was fantastic 
to honour him and Gus 
Risman as our first two 
hall of fame inductees. 

“I’m good friends with 
his son John and I had 
great pleasure with 
presenting John with his 
father’s award. Also, to 
have the current Wales 
side here as the European 
Champions, made it an 
amazing night.” 

Most of the 2015 
Wales squad were in 
attendance and they were 
presented with their 
winners medals from 
their successful 2015 
European Championship 
campaign where they 
beat Ireland, Scotland 
and Erance to win the 
trophy. 

Wales coach John 
Kear said: “They didn’t 
have a formal medal 
presentation last year 
after the European 
Championship, and we 
felt that after all the effort 


that the players put in, 
they deserved this. I’d 
like to thank the Wales 
Rugby League governing 
body and the sponsors 
for organising the night. 

“We at Wales Rugby 
League, like to create a 
professional environment 
that rewards people, but 
it’s about making 
memories and playing 
for the pride of your 
country, not about what 
goes in your bank 
balance. 

“The players’ 

commitment last year 
was phenomenal, and 
when you’re sat in a 


room with Billy Boston 
and you remember Gus 
Risman and what these 
great players have done, 
you feel very humble. It’s 
a privilege to be a part of 
Wales Rugby League and 
this was a special night.” 

Wales captain Craig 
Kopczak was awarded 
the trophy for the Welsh 
international Player of 
the Year for 2015. 

Kopczak said: 

“Winning the European 
Championship was a 
fantastic achievement 
this was for Wales. I feel 
privileged to captain 
Wales and represent my 
country. It’s a real honour 
to win something like 
this. 

“We’re getting 

stronger and stronger and 
I’m sure there’s bigger 
things to come for Wales 
with the World Cup just 
around the comer.” 

Wales take on Serbia 
on Saturday, October 15, 
at Parc Stebonheath, 
Llanelli in the first game 
of their 2017 Rugby 
League World Cup 
qualifying campaign.

Vital win sees 
Athletic take 
steps to safety 


BRIDGEND Athletic visited 
Glynneath for their final 
match of the 2015-2016 
Championship campaign. 

It was one of the most important 
games in the history of both clubs, with 
the outcome probably deciding which 
of the teams were relegated this 
season. 

Both sides started the game on 39 
points so it was, for the Athletic, a win 
or bust game. Glynneath, with three 
further games left all against top 
Championship sides, saw this as their 
best opportunity to avoid the drop. 

In a match that left both sets of

After 35 minutes the Athletic were 
awarded a penalty 15 metres out in 
front of the Glynneath posts. Outside 
half Phillips noticed their defence had 
switched off anticipating his kick at 
goal. 

He took a quick tap penalty and 
transferred the ball via Ryan Owen to 
flanker Sean Williams, who ran over 
unopposed for his sixth try of the 
season.

The Athletic are not out of the 
woods yet as Glynneath need four 
points from their remaining three 
games. However two of those are away 
at promoted Bargoed and champions 
Merthyr. 

Their final game, against RGC, is on 
May 14, when the Athletic are holding 
their player of the year evening at the 
Athletic clubhouse.
